I note with some interest your reprinting of Mark's Los Angeles 
Free Press story, including all of that first-person connecting 
Mark with all of these things having to do with the Zapruder film 
with which he had less association than the garlic wafted over the 
soup.

Mark is a first-generation thief, a man totally without scruple, a 
lazy, no-goodnick who spends his time Xeroxing the work of other 
people from Garrison's files at Garrison's expense while billing 
himself as the unpaid chief investigator (and all the time I thought 
it was Gurvichl ) . Pie steadfastly refuses to do any work, and I have 
to take time off to go down there and work like hell to do those 
things he could be doing (I am going again in twe weeks). 

I hope you are not about to become another one of his publicists.
